bv Bishop George C. Hunting of th« 
Episcopal missionary diocese of Ne- 
lada, in his survey of the needs of 
his diocese, just received at the head- 
quarters of the nation-wide campaign. 


Bishop Huntng beltor*s that the 


church should follow the population, 
that it should find the place where It 
Is most needed. 
But he believes as 


well that the business of the church 
fhould be done with conservation and 
efficiency. 
So tie did not let the old 


church in Golconda crumble and rot 
from lack of use, while he figured on 
the cost of a new church for Midas 
Instead he obtained estimates for 
taking down the Golconda church in 
sections

truck, 8i\t> miles overland to Mid'as 
and set it dowi. there.
